If  you  have  sone  \i;ool  or  part-wool  ga.rLients  that  a.re  not  soiled  enough  for  dry- 
cleaning  or  larjindering,  "brush  then  thoroughly  "both  inside  and  out  ejrA  air  then  vrcll 
"before  storing.     Store  as  dcscriDod  a"bove. 

Vfash  2^ur  "batliing  suit  in  warLi  suds,   rinse  a^id  dry  thoroughly,  and  store  in  a
